Small Firms Get Short = 
End, Says Gov't Report

SMALL BUSINESS is' still 
suffering- under the impact of 


the semi-war €conomy of Eisen-~ 


hower as it did under the “de- 
fense emergency regime of 
Truman. 

The seventh and final report 
of tie Small Defense Plants Ad- 
ministrati6n, in a review of the 
position of small business, - re- 
cently showed what has been 
‘happening to little companies 
during the last three years. 

It savs that since mid-1950, 


when the Korean ‘intervention | 
began, “the relative advantage 


has. gone to the large corpora- 
tions.” Their sales -increased 
nearly 40 percent, while those 
of the small firms rose only 12 
percent. between. mid - 1945 
throngh the first quarter of 
1953. ‘Actually,-interms of the 
.1947-1949 average, the - first 
quarter ° ‘sales of the b’ g com- 
panies were up 54 nercent while 
those of the smalls advanced 
onlv 34 percent. 
- And the more flourishing 
sales of the bigs were reflected 
in their lusher profits.- “While 
the: larger manufacturing — cor- 
porations reported profits aver- 
aging 36 percent above the
